bones, whether of meat or fish, make 
a really 
good basis for the stock, 
while the water in which vegetables 
have been c o o k e d is also excellent for 
Stoups. 
Into the stock pot can go a1! meat 
trimmings, bones, carcasses and gib­ 
lets of poultry and game, all rinds 
and trimmings of tongue, ham and 
bacon, all liquids in which meat or

Jelly which has only to be tasted once 
to be proclaimed thoroughly delect­ 
able. 
The wild a is le s should be gath­ 
ered while firm 6 ad fresh, but not 
quite ripe enough to fail from the 
trees. 
Each one staffed be wiped with 
a damp cloth to cleanse it. 
They 
should then be weighed and put in a 
big preserving pan with one pint of 
water to every pound and a half of 
fruit. 
Let them boil til! quite tender, 
then strain through a colander, using 
a flat wooden spoon to pulp them 
through. 
W hen the liquid is extract­ 
ed m easure it and to each pint allow 
three-quarters of a pound of sugar.

and cover with the sirup.

Now drain 
off the sirup, add a little more sugar 
and water and repeat the process.
